AS LIFE WORK 


Bankers Told Prosperity De­ 
pends On Showing Agricul­ 
ture Is Good Business. 


Short Course Here fGr Fi­ 
nanciers Is First of Kind 
In United States. 


The growth 
and 
prosperity 
of 
Nebraska depend upon convincing 
the people of the state th at a g ri­ 
culture is a profitable 
business, 
said Dean E. A. Bu rn ett of the co l­ 
lege of ag ricu ltu re a t the banquet 
of the N eb raska Ban kers associa­ 
tion held at the Lin coln hotel M on ­ 
day evening as the close of the first 
day's session of the short course in 
ag riculture being taken by bankers. 
"W e believe that ag riculture w ill 
m ake this country rich, and 
that 
unless we have prosperity in a g ri­ 
culture, we w ill not go very fast o« 
get very far. 
To do this we fnust 
sell this idea to the farm ers— that 
agriculture is profitable. 
W e mus* 
get the farm ers to use new methods 
This is the work of the college of 
agriculture. 
“ Your organization,” Dean B u r ­ 
nett told the bankers, "is one of the 
best means of getting contact with 
farm ers 
to 
give them an 
under­ 


standing of some of the fundam ent­ 
al economic problems of the farm . 
In order to make progress in a g ri­ 
culture you’ve got to believe in it, 
study It, invest in it. 
Fa rming Good Bus ine s s . 
“ Too m any boys and girls are 
leaving the farm s today for the city 
under the im pression that farm ing 
Is not a good business." Dean B u r ­ 
nett continued. 
"Th e College of 
A griculture w ill grow arid continue 
to do good only in proportion as 
you support. It. 
"W e need your support — your 
confidence in the effectiveness 
of 
the agricultural business in serving 
to create w ealth." 
“ The bankers of this state are 
charged w ith the responsibility 
of 
financing agriculture in N ebraska," 
said Dan V. Stephens, chairm an of 
the association’s ag ricu ltu ral com ­ 
mittee, who acted as toastm aster. 
"Som eone ought to tell those fa rm ­ 
ers in this state who do not know- 
just w hat operations are profitable 
and w hat ones are not." 
"Th e College of A griculture has 
studied 
ths 
fundam entals 
of 
the 
business and knows w hat things are 
profitable and what are not. 
"W e have just emerged from a 
dark chapter in banking history in 
this state," Mr. Stephens continued. 
"Th e men who failed did not know 
their business. 
This state has no 
other resources than those dug out 
of the soil. 
The banker ought to 
know farm ing by heart.” 
The ar-tivity of the agricultural 
college extension service was out­ 
lined by W . H. Brokaw , director of 
the service. 
First Meeting O f Kind. 
"T h is university is run for all of 
the people of our entire state," Mr. 
Brokaw said. 
"The only thing that 
Is going to help us build up our ex­ 
tension activities is the group of 
men we have right here. 
You are 
extension 
workers, too, and it Is 


your job as well as ours to get the 
farm ers to come to our experts.” 
B urton Sm ith of W isconsin, c h a ir­ 
man of the national association’s 
com m ittee 
on agriculture assured 
the gathering that this Is "th e first 
special m eeting in the United States 
of bankers going to college for a 
short course in ag riculture.” 
M eetings of various kinds have 
been tried in other states, he said, 
and more w ill probably be held in 
the future on the same plan as the 
N ebraska meeting. 
D. H. Otis, of W isconsin, special­ 
ist 
in charge of ag ricu ltu ral 
de­ 
velopm ent for the national associa­ 
tion, 
outlined 
the 
national 
work. 
He emphasized the same points that 
Dean Burn ett had stressed. F a r m ­ 
ers must be made, he said, to be­ 
lieve in their business so that their 
sons and daughters w ill believe in 
it and stay on the farms.
